Four persons suffered gunshot 
wounds Sunday when violence 
exploded as Negroes sought to 
integrate a beach at Lake Tex- 
arkana.. 


Officers arrested 23 Negroes 
0 on charges of inciting a riot 


and one was charged with as- 
sault to murder. 


Sheriff Bill Dowd of Cass 


County said the swim-in was 
planned in Texarkana, Ark. All 
the Negroes were from Arkan- 
sas, most of them from the 
portion of Texarkana across the 
state line from, Texas. 


' .Sunday's violence 
erupted 


when the Negroes came out of 


'•. the water among a group of 
j whites at Lake Texarkana and 
began singing and clapping. 


Earlier, 
the 
same 
group 


swam for about 15 minutes 
without incident at a children's 
camp in another part of the 
lake. White persons there left 
the beach. . 


One white man was wounded 
, by a pistol shot and three Ne- 
f ' groes suffered wounds from 


shotgun pellets. None was in- 
jured seriously. 


"This was planned as a non- 


violent demonstration," Dowd 
said today. "But they recruited 
some pretty rough characters. 
They came looking for trouble 
and found it."

Moves in Few 
State Areas

Negroes met with partial suc- 


cess in informal attempts to in- 
tegrate two businesses in El 
Dorado Sunday night and met 
with partial success. 


A group of Negroes attempted 


to get service at the Old Fash- 
ioned Dairy Dinner but were 
locked out by the owner, who 
closed the place. The group left 
after police talked with them 
briefly. 


However, a carload of Ne- 


groes was allowed to enter the 
Sky View Drive-in Theater'Sun- 
day night. Witnesses said the 
group sat .quietly; in their car 
throughout the movie.'They did 
not attempt to get service at the 
theater's snack bar. 


The decision whether to hold 


a statewide meeting to probie 
conditions that violate the neW 
civil rights law may be made 
by Negro leaders early this 
week. 


L. C. Bates, field secretary of 


the Arkansas chapter of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
revealed the possibility of such 
a meeting Saturday, saying the 
matter would be discussed at a 
district meeting in Magnolia 
Sunday. 


Bates and other Negro lead-, 


ers 
indicated that an assess- 


ment of how much integration 
is being accomplished < in Ar- 
kansas will probably be made 
before any move to implement 
the new law is made. 


"We need to take a close-up 


inventory of exactly what pro- 
gress has been made and where 
and then work on what is not 
in line with the new legis- 
lation," 
said Dr. William H. 


Townsend, 
president 
of the 


Council on Community Affairs 
at Little Rock. 


William Hansen, field secre- 


tary for the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee, said 
Saturday his group had no plans 
for demonstrations. 


State officials of the Congress 


of Racial Equality said the 
same thing. 


A test of integration is sched- 


uled at Fort Smith this week, 
but it has not been identified 
with any statewide program. 


A disturbance at Pine Bluff 


Saturday after eight Negroes 
were served in an all-night cafe 
was not linked to activities of 
the SNCC or other groups. 


In that incident, the eight Ne- 


groes ate p e a c |e fitlly, but 
clashed with white persons out- 
side the cafe. Police said both 
groups were gone when they ar* 
rived and there were no arrests 
or injuries. The cafe remained 
open. 


Also at Pine Bluff, Negroes 


were admitted to any section of 
a movie theater, instead of be- 
ing assigned to a special see 
tion. There was no violence. 


Townsend commented Satur- 


day that Negroes must know 
positively what is being done to 
comply with the law, "then we 
must take a position to imple- 
ment the provisions if they are 
not being implemented." 


Bates said, "We want compli- 


ance, not trouble." 


He added, "We must first ap- 


proach this in a manner where 
we can persuade business own- 
ers of establishments to want to 
do it instead of in an attempt 
of forcing them to do it."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen. 


Maxwell D. Taylor's assumption 
of U.S. leadership in South Viet 
Nam may bring more accurate- 
and perhaps more balanced- 
information to Washington on 
the course of the war. 


Keliable assessments from the 


field are imperative if the gov- 
ernment is to be guided proper- 
ly in its decisions on the con- 
duct of U.S. efforts to help the 
South 
Vietnamese 
overcome 


Communist rebellion. 


Certain key 
American of- 


ficials here have been skeptical 
about the estimates and reports 
sent in from South Viet Nam. 


This is not to suggest they 


have felt U.S. military and dip- 
lomatic authorities in Saigon 
have tried to delude the White 
House, State Department and 
the Defense Department. 


But some Washington offi- 


cials have doubts about the way 
the information is gathered, the 
sources, 
and the judgments 


made on the basis of this in- 
formation. 


They akcnowledge that ac- 


curate assessments are difficult 
in a war characterized by hun- 
dreds of small unit actions and 
a country whose peasant popu- 
lation 
is 
widely 
scattered 


through jungle, mountain and 
i swampy delta.

approving legalized gambling in 
Garland County, 


Dr. William E. Brown, execu-

Christian Civic Foundation, said 
"More than 3,000 churches are 
represented in the organization, 
whose groups have committed 
themselves .against the gam- 
bling issue." 


He said funds will be sought 


through the churches to fight 
amendment. 


About 80 chairmen have been 


working in all 75 counties of the 
state to build the organization, 
he said. Officers will be elected 
Tuesday, 


Brown said the civic founda- 


tion he heads, "is an education- 
al organization and does not 
deal directly with legislation as 
such, so this group is being or- 
ganized to deal with the pro- 
gram." 


Part of the work of the organ- 


ization, he said, will be to get 
people to the polls. "We believe 
there is enough opposition to 
this amendment to defeat it if 
the people will go to the trails," 
he said.

Warns Rights 
Bill Is No 
Magic Carpet

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 


The civil rights bill, signed on 
ihe opening day of the 22nd an- 
nual convention of the Congress 
of Racial Equality, "is no magic 
carpet that's going to take us 
to the promised land," the 700
